ecseful than Dr. Angier—where he has beo ic 
co itroller and manager of hisown affair He 
is preeeminently a working man and a prudent, 
safe man in all matters of money and business 
We are trying to be just and only just iu our 
canvass of the claims of the two names that are 
now before us as candidates for the mayoralty. 
In this spirit of fairness, we would say that 
while Mr. Richardson may be the more learued 
of the two, Dr Angier is the far abler executive

Which style of min does Atlanta most need? 
With large indebtedness. a multifarious and
